The popularity of gardening and 
horticulture boomed during lockdown, as 
people replaced people for plants when 
the world suddenly ground to a halt. 


At Suffolk Rural, the relaxed and 
spacious campus has a number of 
greenhouses and areas for students to 
learn about plants, design, gardening 
and future careers. 


Ordinarily, students get to work on a 
variety of projects throughout the year. 
Most recently, they have worked with 
Thompson and Morgan and helped grow 
some plants that will be in this year’s 
Chelsea Flower Show. 


They worked on a tree planting scheme 
with a community near Stowmarket and 
thanks to a grant from an organisation 
from the Cedric Morris Foundation, 
learners will be working on the creation 


of a new garden house at the front of 
the College based eight miles north of 
Ipswich. 


Students will also get the chance to 
create a garden design build for the 
2022 Suffolk Show and they will learn 
from experts in their field who have an 
abundance of knowledge that they are 
keen to pass on. 


Current unit manager for this department 
is Mosaic Craigie Williams - who 
swapped hospitality for horticulture a few 
years back - when she changed career 
by studying a course with us. She said: 
“The industry is so much more than the 
stereotype of someone outside wearing a 
flat cap with a wheelbarrow - the scene 
is changing all the time in a positive way 
and we want to be part of leading that 
change.”
